prize to be drawn in a lottery, or in such disposal 
of property, and whoever suffers money or other 
property to be raffled for in such house, shop, or 
building, or to be won there, by throwing or using 


each offense, be fined not exceeding $2,000.

Glencove, L. I., May 5.—[Special.)—It re- 
quired just twenty minutes today for the 
er, Columbia, to demonstrate that 

| ht wind and beating to windward it 
is a better boat than the new Herreshoff cup 
yacht Reliance. Starting from a position 
to leeward and slightly astern of Reliance, 
Columbia sailed through the new boat's lee, 
tacked across its bow, and in the next leg 
of a mile and a half tncreased the lead to 
nearly a quarter of a mile. Reliance then 


Start Is Long Delayed. 
Columbia, from ita Alen Cove moorings, 
‘got under way and broke out its jib at 2 40. 
The new mainsail is made by Herreshoffs and 
is double duck and quite heavy. The yacht 
had aloft a medium sized clubsail. 
was dressed for the afternoon at the time 
Columbia cast off from its moorings, but 
Mr. Iselin and his friends were not then on 
board for the reason that there was no wind. 
Reliance did not get under way until nearly 
haif an hour after, when a four knot zephyr 
} accqmmodatingly floated up the sound from 
the southwest. 

Between the time that Columbia began its 
afterneon’s seil and when Reliance and Co- 
yimbia met one hour and fifty minutes 
‘elapsed.

Columbia Works Out Slowly. 

Columbia at that time had succeeded ih 
working out of Glen Cove bay with its spin- 
naker to port, having been nearly one hour 
trying to reach the open water. That demon- 
strated the trickling airlt was dealing with.

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MURDER REOPENS || 
KENTUCKY FEUD. 


Likely to Be Followed by 
Others; Town of Jack- 
son Is in Terror. 


— 


WANTS TO KILL TWO MEN. 


Young Tom Cockrell Takes Up 
Father's Battle and Attempts 
to Shoot Alexander Har- 
| gis on Train. 


Louisville, Ky., May 6.—I Special. 
murder of James B. Marcum at the door of 
the oourthouse at Jackson yesterday has 
stirred up the Cockrell-Hargis feud again 
and other murders are expected in that town 
in the next few days. 

Friday the town was in a state of terror. 
Although the slayers of Marcum were recog- 
nized at the time the shots were fired into 
his body no one dares to name them and 
the authorities have declined to make any 
arrests. The newspaper correspondents will 
not send any dispatches to their papers, as 
they fear they will be reported to the men 
who are seeking each other’s lives and be 
summarily dealt with. 


Residents Flee from Town. 
All the news from Jackson comes from men 
who have decided it safer to leave town for 
a time and have come here to wait until the 


trouble lulls again. 

Once outside the town they are willing to 
talk, and they declare that many men in the 
place are constantly prepared to defend 
themselves with their revolvers. 

Tom Cockrell, a young member of one of 
the leading families concerned in the feud, 
today declared that he sought the lives of 
two men, and that after he had killed them 
he did not care whether he is hanged or not. 


Young Cockrell Seeks Battle. 

A “battle between young Cockrell and a 
party of his friends and former Senator 
Alexander Hargis and His companions, who 
were on the train from Winchester to Jack- 
son, this morning, was narrowly averted. 
Cockrel’ and his party entered the train at 
Ridgewood Junction. Conductor Martin re- 
fused them admission to the coach in which 
Hargis and his friends were riding, and 
locked Cockrell in the negro compartment 
of the smoker. He jumped from the window 


Tom Cockrell was carrying a large revolver 
in his hand, cocked. Leaving the train he 
ran behind a small house; und it was thought 
he intended openffg ‘fire on Hargis through 
the window as the train passed, but Hargis 
was on the opposite side of the coach and he 
could not catch sight of him. Walker's 
cr is only a short way from Jackson, and 
it is feared Cockrell intends getting together 
a number of anti-Hargis men and making a 
raid into Jackson tomorrow. He is the man 
who killed Ben Hargis, opening the feud 
afresh which resulted in the assassination of 
his brother James, Dr. Cox, and Marcum. 


Authorities Will Not Act. 

Despite the general impression that the 
man who shot Marcum was recognized, no 
arrests have been made, and Sheriff Calla- 
han says he will make no further efforts to 
find the guilty man. It is said, however, by 
eye witnesses that Judge Harris and Sheriff 
Callahan were stationed across the street 
from Hargis Bros.’ store, where Sheriff Cal- 
lahan could see what was going on. 

Capt. D. D. Hurst, father-in-law of the 
murdered man, today said: 

“IT cannot tell you who I think did the 


they know who killed Dr. Cox and Jim Cock- 
rell, but they will not cause the arrest of 
the men.” 

Belvin Ewing was seen, but said he did 
not know who did the shooting. He said he 
noticed Tom White and Curtis Jett walk out 
of the courthouse by where he and Marcum 
were standing, but did not see them re- 
enter. They were the only persons he saw 
about at the time. They have beén mixed 
in the feud. He ran, he said, when he heard 
the shot, knowing they were shooting at 
Marcum. 

It is said today that the assassin, after 
shooting Marcum in the back, ran up to 
within two feet of him and fired a bullet 
into his head, scattering his brains and blood 
over the doorsill at the courthouse entrance. 


Widow Saves Marcum’s Blood. 

Mrs. Marcum this morning -visited the 
scene of the murder, and taking her hand- 
kerchief saturated it with the blood of her 
husband, which will be kept for their chil- 
dren, to remind them of the 
that they may avenge their father’s death.

CHINESE REFORMER RETURNS. 


Flee from His Country, Sails from 
Calcutta to Hongkong.

CALCUTTA, May 5.—Kang Yu Wei, the 
noted, Chinese reformer and close friend of 
the emperor, who was compelled to flee for 
his life from that country because of the 
influence of the reactionary party, arrived 
here yesterday. He has been traveling in 
Europe and Asia for some time, and spent 
last year at Darjeeling. Now that his great 
opponent, Yung Lu, the first grand secretary 
of the Chinese empire, is dead, it will be safe 
for him to return to his own country. A few 
days ago he received a telegram from the 
emperor of China asking him to return im- 
mediately, and assuring him that all will be 
well. He sailed for Hongkong this morning 
in a happy frame of mind. He says his recall 
means the restoration of the reform party 
and possibly the fall of the empress dow 
from power.

Hamilton of Dominion

The entire stern of the Saginaw was cut 
otf by the sharp steel bow of the Hamilton,

teen fathoms of water in ten minutes.

Immediately following the collision’ the 
Saginaw’s stern sank rapidiy, Mfting the 
bow high in the air. The frightened pas- 
sengers ran frantically from their state- 


roome and crowded to the rail of the upper 


deck, where the crew, who were held in con- 
trol by the ship’s Officers, were lowering the 
lifeboats. Capt. J. 8. Funnell gave orders 


that the women should be cared for before the 


men, and into the first boat fifteen colored 
women were placed, according to Second 
Officer W. L. Morris, who was in command 


Boat Swamped; Occupants Drown. 
The boat was swamped: as it struck the 
water and its occupants were thrown into 
the sea. All were drowned save the second 
officer and the colored stewardess. The lat- 
ter died afterwards, more from injuries re- 
ceived by the impact of the collision than by 
drowning. She had been held up by First 
Mate Goslee, who sank himself as a small 
boat reached them. 

In the meantime the rush of waters had 
forced the air into the bow of the Saginaw 
and the decks burst from their fastenings 
with a roar like the report of big guns. Tons 
of freight of all descriptions soon littered 
the sea. To the floating wreckage the strug- 
ng people in the water clung with despera- 


‘tion and many of them were rescued by 


boats from the Hamilton, which had turned 
back to engage in the work of rescue. 


Nen ‘Cling to Masts. 
Before the lifeboate of the Hamilton had 


reached the Saginaw the latter had disap- 


peared beneath the sea, and nothing but the 
topmasts were visible. To these several men 
were clinging, one of whom was aged Capt. 
Tunnell. When he was taken off it was 
found that he had suffered severe if not seri- 
ous internal injuries, and two ribs had been 
broken. 

The Hamilton hovered around the scene 
of the wreck for more than an hour until no 
sign of life could be seen among the mass 
of floating freight. Two bodies one of a man 
and the other of a woman, both clad only in 
night dress, were observed drifting between 
bales of cotton and cases of goods. One 
body was sighted which had a life preserver 
fastened to Ibs. feet. Sixteen persons in all 
were picked up N the lifeboats from the 
Hamilton. 


Both ‘Making Slow Time. 

The collision took place about fourteen 
miles from shore, between Winter Quarter 
and Fenwick Island lightships. The Ham- 
ton had left New York yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock for Norfolk, and the Saginaw 
passed out of the Virginia capes at 9 o'clock 
last night, bound from Richmond and Nor- 
folk for Philadelphia. The fog settled down 
shortly after nightfall and both craft were 
going at reduced speed, according to the 
officers. The fog whistles of both vessels 
were distinctly heard on each craft for sev- 
eral minutes before the. collision. The fog 
WAS 80 thick that objects a ship's length 
away were invisible, and when the two 
crafts hove in sight of each other, bow on, 
it was but a moment before they met. 

The steering wheels of both had been put 
over, but they had not time to clear and the 
steel prow of the south bound vessel struck 
the Clyde ship on the port quarter about 
twenty feet from the stern, cutting twenty 
feet of the entire rear of theshipaway. The 
impetus of the Hamilton took it out of sight 
of the crippled vessel, but ſt at once circled 
back. There was a panic on the Hamilton at 
first, but when it was discovered that the 
ship was uninjured below the water line all 


efforts were directed to the rescue of those 


on the Saginaw. None of the passengers and 
crew on the Hamilton was injured. 


Hamilton Not Badly 
“The Hamilton arrived in this city at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. Its bow plates are 
stove in and much wreckage still clung to 
them. The survivors of the Saginaw had 
been given clothing by the passengers and 
seamen of the Hamilton, anda collection was 
taken up among the passengers to be dis- 
tributed among them.

ASK ROOSEVELT 
FOR STATEHOOD. 
Citizens of New Mexico Present 


Question to President in 
Variety of Ways. 


TELLS HOW TO GET IT. 


Says Territory Will Be Admitted 
as Soon as Conditions Will 
Justify Taking Step. 


Albuquerque, N. M., May 5.—[Special.}— 
The president made the journey from Colora- 
do to this city today with only a few stops, 
and when he had addressed the citizens here, 
telling them New Mexico would be admitted 
as a state as soon as conditions justified the 
move,.he started for the Grand Cafion of 
the Colorado on his way to the coast. The 
principal stops today were at Santa Fé and 
in this city.’ . 

His train: reached here on time at 2:50 
o'clock, and he was escorted at once by a 
reception committee to a lavishly decorated 
stand in front of the Alvdrado hotel, where 
he spoke for a few minutes to a crowd of 
5,000 people. The president dwelt much on 
irrigation and its importance in the develop- 
ment of New Mexico, but occupied the great- 
er part of the time discussing the qualities 
that go to make up good citizenship. 


Views Statehood Tableau. 


Directly opposite the speakers’ stand wasa 
tableau representing New Mexico appealing 


for admission to the union, fort¢- 
five little girls dressed in white rep- 
resenting the states, while one of 


them, on the outside of a gate at which stood 
Uncle Sam, represented New Mexico. The 
president said that when New Mexico had a 
little more irrigation there would be nothing 
the matter with the little girl omthe outside. 
From the Alvarado President Roosevelt 
was escorted to his carriage, and the entire 
party was taken for an hour's drive about 
the town, ending at the Commercial club, 
where a brief reception was held. Here the 
president was presented with a Navajo sad- 
die blanket, in which was woven in white 
letters his credentials as an honorary mem-, 
ber of the club. The president was greatly: 
pleased with the gift. Here the presiden 
was greeted by another big delegation of 
members of his Rough Riders regiment, and 
he repeatedly referred to his pleasure in 
meeting them and in visiting the country 
from which the greater part of the regiment 
was recruited. At 5 o'clock the president 
continued his trip to the west, with the

Brodie 
of Arizona? accompanied the president to 
Albuquerque from Santa Fé. Gov. Brodie 
will be the president's guest until he passes 
out of Arizona. 


Three Hours in Santa Fe. 


President Roosevelt spent three hours and 
twenty minutes today in Santa Fé, whose 
historic buildings and monuments seemed 
to be of intense interest to him. At the cap- 
itol he made an address, speaking for twen- 
ty minutes to an audience of fully 10,000 
people. President Roosevelt said it was a 
great pleasure to him to come to New Mex- 
ico, from which territory more than half 
of the members of his regiment came. 

“I know the people of New Mexico,“ he 
said, and I am fond of them. How can 


I have worked?“ 

He congratulated the people of New Mex- 
ico on what they have accomplished, and 
said he believed they were on the verge of 
great things. 

Much will depend on the thrift of the 
people, said the president, but the gov- 
ernment can Help somewhat and the gov- 
ernment will help.” 


Statehood Not Far Away. 

The president said the benefits of forest 
preservation and irrigation to be enjoyed by 
this section will do most towards bringing 
New Mexico to statehood and making it one 
of the greatest states of the west. 

A brief reception was held in the capitol, 
after which a drive was taken over the gayly 
decorated streets, all of which were thickly 
lined with a cheering multitude. 


Godfather for Rough Rider. 

A stop was made at San Miguel church, 
the oldest church edifice in the United States, 
and at the cathedral, where the vicar gen- 
eral, Anthony Fourchegu, baptized the son 
of George W. Armijo, a sergeant in the 
Rough Riders, President Roosevelt being the 
godfather. The child was named Theodore 
Roosevelt. After this pleasing incident the 
president addressed 2,500 school children, in- 
cluding 350 pupils in the uniform of the 
United States Indian school, the students of 
St. Michael's college of Loretto academy, St. 
Catherine’s Indian schoof, and the Presby- 
terian mission school. The roof of the his- 
toric old palace and the roofs of other build- 
ings surrounding the plaza were thronged.

Mr. Lliowizi’s Novel Far from Being a 
Success. 

“The Archierey of Samara.“ by Henry 
Iliowizi (Henry T. Coates & Co.), is a picture 
of the life of Russian Jews of today, thinly 
‘veneered with fiction. In his preface the 
author says he has been an eye witness of 
the incidents narrated in his romance; that 
he has lived and suffered in the midst of the 


He has seen his father knocked down by 
the blow of a Cossack’s whip and his moth- 
er’s home devastated by the tax collector. 
The terrible treatment of the Poles during 
their last revolt is burned in his memory. 
The chained recruit, accompanied by his 
lamenting” mother; the stape, ragged, 
wretched, covered with vermin, and foot- 
sore; the serf, male and female, and the 
soldier flogged in the open market place; the 
policeman, cuffing and striking man and 
woman; the village church profusely dec- 
orated with grotesque paintings of heaven 
and hell, saints and sinners, angels 
and demons; the bearded batiouchka of 
capacious girth, with the mujiks ever 
anxious to. kiss his hand or. that of his 
matronly matiouchkal; the filthy home of 
the sert, teeming with vermin. and

Animated by laudable motives, master of 
detail, and rich in information, the author 
has produced a book of small value, because 
of his effort to load upon so tenuous a thread 
of fiction the burden of centuries of op- 
pression. Discriminating judgment, used 
with repressive effect, with an augmentation 
of the imaginative aspects, would have pro- 
duced results of wonderful power. Proper 
ingredients have failed to fuse in the cruci- 
ble of the author's mind, to the disappoint- 
ment of the reader, who, anticipates better 
things than are offered.

LORENZ TALKS TO SURGEONS. 


Attack on His Methods Predicted at 
New Orleans Convention Does Not 
Take Place. 


New Orleans, La., May 5.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
Adolph Lorenz, the eminent Austrian sur- 
geon, was invited to address the surgical 
section of the American Medical association 
today, and a report spread that certain of its 
members intended questioning publicly the 
success of the surgeon’s operations. He 
averted the attack by attempting no formal 
address, limiting his talk to a few words.
